(From Our Own Corrospondont.) 
Ottawa, March 28. — I luppoie there 
was hardly a buiiness man in Canada 
who does anything of an import trade 
but wbat had his thoughts turned Ot- 
tawawards yesterday. I h»Te ««en more 
crowded galleries on budget day in the 
commons, but perhaps there has never 
been manifested amongst the raombets 
llieniselves so much liiterunL Ln the pros- 
pectivs tariff chungea. Last year and 
the yoar before <lolegatiou after delega- 
tion cunio to Otlttvra, presjing for tariff 
revision, and although no promises were 
made on the part of the government, 
many believed thai certain changes 
would be made. It turned out, liow- 
ever, that they were doomed to diaap- 
pointmeiit. This session, comparatively 
early, the aunouneemont was miule by 
Sir John -.Macdoiiald that the covern- 
ment intended to bring down some im- 
portant tariff resolutions, and tn-Jay the 
obahsea have gone into ellect. It is 
'needfoss for me to say niucli about Mr. 
Poster's .'.Blatistics. Tlie result uf the 
opeihitiohV.of last year was announced 
some . months agOj tbe surplus being 
$l-,865,035. The surpluB for the cur- 
rent yetir. which ends in June, !• estim- 
ated at about $2,700,000, and the estim- 
ated surplus for next year $2,,')()0,00(). 
"I'lio levifiiuc this year will be about 
.■i,'i;i,2(X),U(Hi, and next year it is expected 
,1 will be about the same. A profit of 
nearly ;$;<, 000,600 oii a business of less 
iliaii S10,(H)0,000 is not bad. There is 
this drawliK'U, however, that the in- 
ii -ise ill lbs public debt, hitherto 
larger tlian tho nominal surpluses of 
leveiuie c-or erp«nditure, is over $1,- 
(.1(10,000 U'-^iT this year also, but it is 
c(in.si)linK that Mr. Foster proniiiod last 
year, and reiterated the promiio yssler- 
ilay, that there would be no further iii- 
crtMse iu the national debt up to 18!)2, 
and that after that we shall begin to pay 
the del It off. When Mr. Fester bad 
recited his figures he launched out into 
a glowing pauegyrto of

and his eloquent comiilinieut to the fore- 
sight aud courage of the atatemeii, who 
with a sublime faith in our future, hud 
darsd at an early stage in our then inae- 
euru natiijii.il ek'poriincnt to W'i'r thn 
great limuieial reij)on8ibilitias they did, 
was well worth listening to. The Min- 
ister tiwni procrtded to devote an hour 
to the principal changes lie proposed to 
make in the customs duties, a synopsis 
of which was iliily telegraphed to TiiK 
Colonist. I'.very collector of customs 
in tlie country will receive a copy of the 
aiiunded tariff l)y mail, and the printed 
lists will reach Victoria siiiuiltaueously 
with the arrival of this Utter. It is 
needless, therefore, for mo to occupy 
spaco in referring to the changes at 
lengtl), as it will be possible for any per- 
son interested to procure copies. I am 
bound to say, however, that amongst 
the Ministerialists the changes ~ do 
not meet with unanimous appro- 
bation. "The umohUed tariff will un- 
doubtedly be a grand thing for Ontario, 
but it strikes pretty hard at some of the 
other proyinces. One Conservative 
inember-from Nova Scotia, represcatin^' 
a eouBtitueney one half of tho voters in 
which are coal ' miners, told me to day 
that it would be utterly impossible for 
liini to face the music of another elec- 
tion and to satisfactorily explain the in- 
crease iu the duty on flour from 60 to 75 
oeiitB., par barrel. The > Ontario 
membera are simply delighted with this 
cliaiige, and one of them said to me to- 
day that if tiir .lohn went to the coun- 
try to-morrow simply on the tariff issue 
he would receive a tremendous majority 
Irom the premier province. The farmers 
are tickled with thn increased duty on 
pork and beef, the , millers, along with 
tbe faniier.s, will prolit largely by an iu- 
ecunafd duty ou Hour, while \he fruit 
[jroducers and iiurserynieii benelit by 
the reinipoailion of the duties wliicli 
were t»Uen off two years ago by a fluke. 
rSritiah Columbia gains by tlie removal of 

THI DUTY OS MININn UAOHISKKV, 

and in this connection some observa- 
tions whicli Col. Prior made to me to- 
night may not be out of place. Said 
he: " The concession, which tbo Gov- 
ernment has made iu placing mining 
machinery on the free list, will not only 
be a boon to the province of British 
Columbia, but an act of justice as well. 
Although Canadian manufacturers may 
lose a little for a year or two, it wilfcbe 
better for them in the end, as they will 
be able to see now what kind of machin- 
ery is required for mining. Without 
free mining machinery I -am perfectly 
certain that there would have been no 
min^a developed in British Columbia 
within a reasonable time, hut now that 
American capitalists, particularly, see 
that tliey can get their machiniuery in 
at a reasonable figure tliey will 
be sure to invest large sums 
of money iu the Kootenay country 
and at other accessible poiiit.s near 
the railway. Tho Uritii.b Columbia 
members liave been hamnieriug away al 
the government to secure this concession 
fill- tbe last lliree years, and it is some 
satisfactinn to us to know that at last 
(iiir efforts have benn crowned with suc- 
cess." "What about the three years 
limitation';" asked TiiK CoLONtsT cor- 
reap.jii.leid. "At the present time," 
said the genial colonel, "I consider thai 
that limitaliou will be quite ample. Suf- 
licieut time is aliurdeil in three years to 
demonstrate beyond a dinibl what are 
the different clatscs of ores that will 
have'to be treated, anil tlnu we eliall be 
able to see wimt kind of machinery will 
have to be used. I am a strong up- 
holder of tlie N. P., and as soon as this 
ia known I believe that our own Cuiia- 
dian manufacturera will be ».blu to sup- 
ply the machiuery we want. Our iron 
works in Victoria can make any machin- 
ery that is required for any class of 
mining, but the reason they have not 
done tjiis hitherto has been that the 
patterns .cost several thousand dollars, 
and no machbie shop would care to go 
to tho large expense of buying patterns 
for any special class' of maohinory unless 
they were certain they could sell a good 
ipiantity of tlitao machinei. As soon, 
however, an it is ascertained what classes 
of mining machinery will be most re- 
quired in the province,

would at once be prepared to go to the 
outlay of pi-oeu'-ing patterns and put- 
ting themseWea in tho position to manu- 
facture tli8 necesaary mining outfits. J 
am very sorry that tho government hue 
.': on fit to pi'opoao to tho House an in- 
crease in tfio duties on flour and beef, an 
I oonaider an incroaso ou tlieso two 
articles ninat detrimental to the inter- 
ests of our province. When I say this 
I believe I am speaking tho sentiments 
of tlie whole of the B. C. contingent, 
although I have no authority to say so. 
I ({roatly regret that tho government 
has made a cliiuige in thoao two articles. 

Shortly afterwards Tiik Coi.o.nist cor- 
respondent ran across Mr. Earlo, and 
asUed him what he tkought of the tariff 
oban((es. SiHd he : " We are prettv 
well satisfied with the arrangement with 



reference to the admission of mining 
machinory. SVo are tlioroughly con- 
vinced than the machinery wo want is 
not now made in Canada. Kvery cn- 
(|uiry has been made to ascertain if it 
i: mill bn obtained within tlie Diiniinion, 
i\iul, therefore, a.s the iiKichiiiacy ia nut 
iiuiilc here tliia concession will enable us 
1(1 got it in free. Several liirge .ind in- 
lliieiitial companies are ready to embark 
largely in crusliiug, smelting and oveiy- 
tliing in connection with mining, and it 
only rc(|uircd tho removal of tho heavy 
duties on what is probably tlie most 
valuable machinery of its kind in the 
world to induce them to ciiibark upon 
what ia at the best a somewhat risky 
ontorprise. Mining i%- always a 
hazardous undertaking to capitalists, 
iuid therefore, I think, wo ouglit at all 
times to do what we can for the pur- 
pose of encouraging this industry, an 
indii'jtry which is of the greatest im- 
portance to oiir people, probiibly llio 
most important of any induatry in U. 
C. With regard to the threo years 
liinilation, that waa what wo asked for. 
Early in the session, when 

tiik; BHITISn C0I.1I.MIUA memhers 
waited upon the (ioveruinent in a body, 
we represented that it would be an ad- 
vantage to the manufacturers of ma- 
chinery in Canada if wo wore successful 
ill getlint; our mines developed, as by 
tho free importation of nmciiinery for 
three ye.trs there would bo u sulbcicnt 
market created for further machinery, 
and an iuducenieut to them to obtain 
the patterns and build the niaobinery iu 
Canada. As it is, the manufacturers 
know BO little of what is really rec|uired, 
aud will not kno'iT until they sue the 
nmciiinery we want in actual operation, 
that it will be a positive 'advantage to 
them for ua to bring in th^ machinery 
free for A while. The oopcessiou-w'ill 
actually have created a market for 
them, \\ ith regard to the advance in 
the duly on flour, I believe all tbe 
liritish Columbia members are opposed 
to it. Hearing of the strong pressure 
which was being put upon the Govern- 
ment to increase the duties, we, early 
in tho sesaioii, made reprosoiitutious to 
the Oovornmont for the duty to be kept 
at ,'50 cents a barrel. We did ao for the 
reason that Britiah Columbia has to 
import the larger amount of the flour 
which she consumes than is made in the 
province, and conscfpientl^ ihe increased 
duty will most 'ikely enhance ihe price 
to our consumers. We have this crumb 
of satisfaction, however, that we have 
aiicceciled in imUiciiig the (ioveruinent 
iiDl to make the duty $1 ii burel as was 
asked for by the Ontario millers. 1 be- 
lieve it was the intention of the (lovurii- 
iiieiit to advance tho duty to SI a barrel, 
and 1 think it is largely due to the re- 
preseiitationc of the 1!. C. iiieinbers, as 
uell us tlio.se from the maritime pru- 
\ iiides, that w« have 8ui:eeeded in keep- 
iiig do-.vii tin; ii',lviin''e >-<i 'iii cents a 
barrel, inatead of ,')0 cents as was asked 
for." 

TilK IHTDIiBT DBBATS. 

It iu most discouraging to hare to put 
up, year after year, with the , blab ruin 
.speeches of Sir Richard- Cartwright. 
Following tho Minister of Finance, he 
gave us for over two hours one of his 
doleful ditties of the ruin and desolation 
which is overtaking Canada on the one 
hand, and the necessity of free ..trade 
with the United States, on the other. 
Referring to the MoKinley Bill, now be- 
fore Congress, he claimed that if it 
paaaed it would simply be a result of the 
ill-advised aetious of tho government, 
who had seemed to do everything in 
their power to aggravate and annoy tlie 
StatoH, and now if they hit back by 
iiieans of tliia bill, which would do u 
great injury to many Can;idian.'<, it would 
be entirely the fault of the governiiieiit. 
.\lter Sir 'Richai'd Cartwriglit had con- 
cluded. Dr. Fergusor., of Welliind, ro.se 
and asked if it Were true that Sir liieh- 
ani Cartwright was at Washington at 
the time the McKinley tariff was pro- 
ponbd, and lie desired to give the honor- 
able gentleman an opportunity to state 
to tho House whether or not the rumor 
was true. I'^'ideiitly .Sir Richard 
did not like tho ijue-stion . 
He Hushed , looked uiiconifort • 
able, ar.d finally bluiicd out lliat lie 
knew nolhing about the McKinley 
tariff, lie said ho never was cuiiMilled 
about it nor had a woril to say about it. 
Sir .loliii Macdoiiald reminded him that 
that WttB not an answer to the question, 
but Sir Richard declined to give any 
further satisfaction, aud the House had 
to draw its own inferences. Mr. Colby, 
the new president of the Privy Council, 
replied to the. ex-finance minister, and 
hit spoeoh is acknowledged on all hands 
to have been one of the most valuable 
contribntionii on tariff matiers of late 
years. He clearly proved the fallacy of 
Sir Richard Cartwright's statistics, uiid 
showed from competent authorities that 
many of the States of tho Union were 
ill a far worse condition than adjacent 
.Slates of the Union. He then made mi 
incidental reference to the wonderful 
growth of Canadian cities, and pre- 
sented a glowing picture of the pros- 
pects ahead of us. ''4'esterday the 
debate was continued by Meaars. Pater- 
son, Charlton, Peter White aud others. 

ONTARIO MATTERS. 

A good deal of attention Ima been de- 
voted this week to the proceedings of 
another legislative body, namely the 
Toronto House of Assembly. If all that 
we lienr be true, there h^tve been some 
lively times in the little rain.shackle 
biiililing on Front street. This is the 
liirtt session of the present Legislature ; 
it is therefore the fighting session, and 
the fight of thn sessioii has taken (ilace 
this week. As British Coluiiib'ians are 
ilimbtle.ss luvare, uiiilur the British 
North America Act the Rdiiiiiii Catho- 
lies i)f (.Ontario are guaranteed to them, 
their separate schools. Tin- opposition 
allege that the Mowat gnv .•™i:ic:it , i:: 
stead of recognizing that prima facie all 
ratepayers should be ciiiisiilered public 
sohoul .su|)portei-,s iiiilods they dcclareil 
their adhesion to the ae[)ar.itB schools, 
and that thereljy they have been umler- 
miniiig the i^ruat principles of imr school 
.lyuteiii. It Li tirgeil, and witli good 
riuuioii do'.ibtli;ss, that every cll'orl 
alioulil be inado to promote tho public 
school system of the province, and that 
as little eiicourageineiit as jjos- 
sible aliould be given towards <le- 
velopiug the separate sclioola, outside, 
of course, what tho Koiiiuii Ciith- 
olicj are fairly entitled In under the 
constitution. There ajipedr to be 
grounds for the belief that .Mr. M owat 
has be'on dickering with the liierurohy, 
and accordingly Mr. Meredith's pro- 
|)osal to define dearly that all ratepay- 
ers are Ha])porterB of 'ihe public BohoolB,. 
until they declare themselves otherwise, 
has been pressed with a good deal of 
energy hy tho Coiiservativu opposition, 
and opposed with eijually aa great force 
by the Liberals, ivlio allege that there 
are ir.i gri<ii;.ds for tho atuud 'tbe oppo- 
sition are taking, and that the 
only desire the opposition hail 
was to excite I'rnleslant feeling 
against the Bonian Catholics. Mr. 
Moreilith's bill was thrown uiil by ."il to 
,'i3, but this will not end the mutter, 
'i'liia question will be the great rallying 
ciy of the party, opiiosed to the present 
administration, during the general elec- 
tions, which are to takj ])lace in two or 
three months time. What the reHiilt 
will be, it is futile to specuUti 
upon. Mr. Mowat has been in iiowei 
now for over uightoeii years, and during 
that time Mr. Meredith has becti lead 
iiig aliuoat a forlorn hope. Certainly 
there has been little salisfactiou for him 
in being for such a long period in tin 
cold shades of eppositioii. It ia thouglil, 
howiaver, that his chances of Accession 
to the Premierfhip are rosier to-day 



than ever they were before. A good 
deal of dissatisfaction prevails amongst 
tlie old Presbyterian element, who for 
years havo constituted tliomaelves tho 
backbone of Mr. Mowat's Bupporters, 
but they ilo not like his truckling to 
the Roman Catholic iiierarcliy, and it is 
."aid that a strong feeling prevails 
throughout the province that it ia about 
time this was stoiiped. Wlietlier, how- 
ever, this feeling is sufficient to change 
parties, the elections of ue.>:t June will 
alone decide. 

IHMiaUATION. 

Tho stroug representations which 
have been male to the government in 
favor of the adoption of an energetie 
iimnigratiou policy are likely to bear 
fruit at no distant date. "The Milniloba 
and Northwest members have been very 
assiduous this sesuion in their advocacy 
of a scheme of itnniigration something 
on a par with that of tho Australasian 
colonies or the Argentine Republic. 
They liave seen, with sorrow, thousands 
of persons, conalituting tlie very pick of 
tho mother land, leaving for South 
America or Australiiv, while to C.uiada 
very few are coming, althnugii i:- our 
own Northwest we have ii grain-growing 
region uiieiiualled on the face of tho 
globe. Talking with a Kortltwesl iiiem- 
lier the other day iio said ; "I think 
the goverii'iieiit could vv.-ll alFord to rest 
awhile with their policy of aid- 
ing railways in tlie older provinces. 
Ifwecoulii only get a railway into the 
rich Saskatchi-waii emintry, say to 
Prince Albert and Ivl moiitiiii - the 
Prince Albert i («il will lie fini.shed by 
tlieeiid of this yvar - uul with one other 
line, say, coniHietiiig Calgary and Fl. Mc- 
Leod with the railway system of .Mon- 
tana, and the eoiislruetioii of the Hud- 
son Bay line, these will Miiliiee for the 
Xorthwcsl in regard to railway accom- 
modation for a number of years to come. 
What 1. now desire tho government to 
do, is to ^pend say a million a year, for 
the next livo years, out of our sur- 
pluses, with the soli; oliject of bringing 
m selected iiiimigi.mtn uiid lociiting 
them upon our rich i)rairie lands. It is 
to this object that L am going to devote 
myself, and 1 feel satisticd that even- 
tually wo shall be successful iu inducing 
the government to do'aomething."

London, April 4.— The absolute 
secreoy observed by the authorities at 
St. Petersburg in regard to the condition 
of the czar has loft the way clear for a 
Hood of rumors of tho most diversified, 
and in many cases most improbable 
character. Not only ia secrecy main- 
tained in the mutter of permitting re- 
ports to go abroad, but the same dejcrec 
of popular ignorance concerning hia 
majesty prevails in St. Petersburg 
where the people are even forbidden to 
indulge in publio speculation on the 
subject. It ia permitted to be known, 
however, that intense excitement exists 
in the Russian capital, and that it is on 
the increase. ' The closing of the 
univei-sitios has swelled the popular dis- 
content by the realization that such 
action liaM practically ruined the future 
careers of ihouaands of young men who, 
by the deprivation of tho ensuing year's 
course in the inatitutiona from which 
they- are debarred, they will be com- 
pelled to devote themselves to other 
pursuita,' if, iiideed, their enforced 
leisure does not lead them into danger- 
ous paths. .DiiooBtent ou this account 
has spread- among hundreds of thou- 
sands who would otherwise be. content 
to let thiuga drift along in the old way, 
so aa.to 'divert popular opinioii'from the 
unsettled state of affairs at home. The 
Nova Vremya urges that more atten- 
tion be paid by the government to affairs 
in Afghanistan and India, and warns 
the government to beware of British in- 
trigue in tho former territory, which it 
believes arc already in progress.

The importance of placing mining 
machinery on tho free list, as fur ai this 
province is concerned, caunot be over- 
estimated, But to be of advantage to 
the miners of this province aiid' the 
capitalists who back them, thj; OMchin- 
ery must be really free. '< !No''rona.tBiust 
have it in his power to- throw -b^taclcs 
in the way of the freb import^f ' mining 
maohiuery. 

It ia not diilieiilt to see that if the 
miners of this province are to derive 
any advantage from the.aiqiarent con- 
cession niade to the niining industry, 
very much indeed depends upon the 
way in which the Cuatonia Department 
interprets item 280 of the revised tarifi", 
n,>J tlio rppnlations which it makes re- 
garding thac item. The following is 
the item verbatim : 

"Miuiug naeliiuery imported within 
three years after tho passing of this Act 
which is, at the time of its importation, 
of a class or kiud not manufactured in 
Canada." 

The Customs Department is, as a rule, 
I'y no means liberal in its construction 
of the tariff If tliere is a doubt as to 
the exact meaning of the words of the 
tariff the importer does not get the 
benefit of that dc$iibt,\iuid if rules'must 
be made before tlie tariff can be api- 
plied, th^ interest or the convenience of 
the importer is not generally consulted. 
Miners would bo wise if before they im- 
port machinery they tind out from tho 
Cuitoms Department what-'OODStitutet 
proof that the " kiud " -oir^'dUii* " of 

in Coiutda. T^en it would ba prddent 
• tp'-hwe a clear definition of "kind" 

'aiJd " class " in this connection. A 
narrow and ill liberul interpretation of 
the turilf may make the free importation 
ot mining maeliinery an impossibility. 
We have read what the Minister of Fin- 
ance has said on the subject with ihe 
hope of getting a hint as to how the 
tariil is to be construed by tlio Govern- 
mentofficiala. Ikithe leavea searchers for 
information completely in tlie dark as 
to the operation of the tariff in this par- 
ticular. In olrder that our readers may 
be ftilly inforniiecl on a subject in which 
BO many of them are deeply interested 
we reproduce below what the Finance 
Minister aaid in liia budget speech 
about the teinpoiaiy and qualitied ex- 
emption of Miiuing machinery from duty. 
On columns 2,644' and92,646^■o^ jthe 
House of Commons Debates we reiid : 

"Tlie House will recollect the discus 
sion wliich took place iierea short tinn 
ago on mining maeliinery, when I urged 
that the House should dcisr the discus- 
sion until the Goveriinient had brought 
down its tariff measure. All over our 
country tlieso indications of interest in 
the dovelupnientof our niining resources 
are plain and unmistakable; our re- 
sources are being, every year, more and 
more explored; we are coming ourselves 
' to have a belter and more adequate 
knowledge of tho iniiiiense wealth we 
have in this country; and this infonna 
tion is filtering out into other countries 

' . Mid'is'^pr^uoing - an interest in t lio 

' minda ts. capitalists of other countries 
which is .continually growingi and whici 
we believe will be productive , of large 
iAvestmenta in thia country. ^ On the 
whole, it appears to me that we ara on the 
eve of large developments of the mining 
industries of this country, and in the fu- 
ture we may look for large accretions of 
interest and increasing employment of 
hibor in tlie development of the vast 
mineral and metallic stocks which ve 
have acallered tlirougbout this cimntry 
from Cape Hreton to British Cohuubia ; 
consequently there liaa uriaoii a demand 
for free mining machinery. It is slated 
thai the beat and uiojt improved ma 
chijiery must be u.sed by experimenters 
who put their niouey into enterfuriaea 
the outcome of wliich they cannot cer- 
tainly see. It is fell by them that the 
very best possible iiiuchinery iliould b 
UOt, It is felt by some that for a period 
at least there should be uu restriction 
whatever on the buying of it, and by 
others, that there should be no other re- 
striction than that imposed by the con- 
sideration whether or not tlis machinery 
is made in this country. Looking over 
the whole qiiestion, the Uoveru- 
uient have come to the conclusiou 
thai it will not bi< wise or prudent to 
resist this demand at the present time, 
in the interest of the development of 
that lartje part of tho country's re- 
sources, and It is proposed to allow min- 
ing machinery of a class and kind which 
ia not made in Canada at the time of the 
importation, to be imported into ! this 
country free for the period of three 
years and no longer. That will have u 
double effect. It will grant to those 
persona who are investing their money 
in the devolopmoul of our niining inter- 
ests the freeat niiirket for the purchase 
of the best possible miichiuery tlioy can 
got — u tnarkol, the freedom of which is 
only limited by the fact that the ma- 
oliincry llicy may require is made 
in Canada; and no person, _ I ap- 
prehend , is so unpatriotic as 
to wisii a provision to be inserted 
which would allow him to buy a machine 
outside of Canada when it could be 
niade iu H'auada by industries ivhioh 



have been fostered and brought into 
th«ir present ntate, by tho operation of 
the tariff whiuk we have aniwted and 
maintained. It will have this other ef- 
fect. ''By. tho fi'ec introductioa of min- 
ine machinary such as is not made iu 
Ciuaada, and bj the impetus which will 
bcgi>eu to miniag after the period of 
experimenting is over, and after tho 
richness and paying quantities of these 
resources are demonstrated, there will 
be a continued and progressive develop- 
ment of that industry; and after the 
period of throe years that development 
will naturally add to the demand tor the 
productioa of this machinery in Canada, 
which will,, consequently, prompte and 
encourage that industry after that 
period." 

It is gratifying to sea that the ITiaance 
Minister ia alive ta the importance of 
the- i;iiBing...indu8try . of the Dominion 
and to the necessity of giving it some 
encourageuaent. The kind of encourag 
ment it needs is so easily given that we 
wond«r why there has bean tlia slightest 
hesitation iu extendlag it, AU that the 
miuera ask of the Government is to be 
let alane. They, do not beg of it to bur- 
d,«n other industries in order to foster 
thiairs. Thay do not ask any man, 
woman or child iu the Dominion to sub- 
didisa them directly or indirsctly to the 
extant of one .liugle cent. AU that they 
want is to have their hands free so that 
they may have a fair.phanoe to discover 
and develop the mineral wealtli of the 
dominion. This is a very easy thing to 
•lo. One would think that the (Govern- 
Misnb wliioli is raady to tax tho whole 
■lonsuniiiig population of the Dominion 
for the sake of fostering the Hour milling! 
industry and in order togiveaid to one hat 
factory or a solitary calico-printing es- 
tiibliihinent would not hesitate to ex- 
empt so important an industry as that 
of miningfrom a tax that has been found 
to be so exceedingly burdonsoiuo as to 
prevent its development and growth. 
What the' minwtv^Knt ila very little in- 
dsedr'foiriBe'pfi¥era&Tent to give, but it 
wouiia lbkjp;e'^i>«jft'''a'H^^ of inestimable 
value to them." 

As we have already said, we fear that 
their request has been granted to them 
only in name, that placing mining ma- 
chinery on the free list in tho way it has 
been done will yield them little or ni^ 
advantage. We may be mistakea. We 
trust we are. but we believe it would 
have been better policy from every 
l)ointof view to have! eitended the con- 
l ession to thb tn'inars' in such a way as 
to leave ^nci pMiliie '.dou^^ as to its 
value. . ; • ' i

TEE BXTMADITION TREATY. 



The amended Extradition Treaty 
oiiine into affect on Friday last. After 
this the embezzling bankl oaahiers and 
thieving -t^ea^ur'efa' and' other officials 
will not ba able to run across the line 
ll -rlivirias the United States from 
Canada to escape justice and to enjoy 
their ill-gotteu gains. Other offenders 
agaii.Bt the laws of their country will 
have to seek a new, place of .refuge, for 
they will not be isi^e either in the Do - 
minioncvofs^Conada or in the United 
States. This ia as it should be. Can- 
adians have for a long time been ashamed 
to see their country made the asylum 
of every American thief who managed 
to elude the officers of justice in his own 
country. ' We' believe that the certainty 
that offendcra eaiinot' escape arrest, and 
punishment by crossing the boundary 
iua will in many cases act as a deter- 
rent. Escape seemed easy to the por- 
EOBs contemplating crime either in Can- 
ada or the United States that they must 
have been frequently encouraged to 
QOjDimit oriinjn;i);Hit^ov.;that/ <tha door 
of ■eaoapeiia'oUae'dr ^hay will'be 'far less 
liable to yield to temptation. It will 
require much more courage to run the 
risk than it did a week ago, and con- 
sequently there will be a large propor- 
tion of possible offenders whose fears 
will keep (ibeni,()a:t>j;ji;ifaj!ide. ' ; All of 
them may not b^ eonacious'of' what it is 
that keeps them from becoming crim- 
inals; but that' does not matter. The 
certainty that there is no salety on the 
other side of the line will be sure to 
iniluenoe very many who want sonae 
outaida, help to^^fjepf^thj^. in the putbs 
.of. honesty., , i;t5( .■',,!:: . 



Those who are acquainted with Gar- 
man aocialisni say that it does not de- 
serve to be called sc-!ialism at all. The 
principles held by « very large number 
of msB who are called socialists iq Ger- 
many would not be considered socialiatio 
in Great Britain ■ r America, As in 
Great Britain not vary many years ago 
any political doctrine which the ma- 
jority desired to reprolmto and to brand 
as dangerous, was dsnounced as " radi- 
cal," so in Germuny to-day any ad- 
vanced idea, any liboril opinion, is oon- 
demned as "socialistic." Many men 
now living can remember when 
" Radical" was a term of 
proach, and stood for every thing 
that was detestable, socially as well 
as |;)olitically, in Great Britain and 
her .:olonies, and to aihx the stigma of 
radicalism on a man was to banish him 
from almost any circle tiiat considered 
itself respectable. This is somBthn!<; 
like tho position which Booialism seems 
to occupy in Germany iu the present 
day. . But as, on batter acquaintance, 
radicalism does not appear so very 
dreadful; so, perhaps, when the world 
knows more about socialism as it exists 
in Germany, it may come to be regarded 
with toleration. When the platform of 
the German socialists, which was cir- 
cnlnted provious.to the;. last' election, is 
e.Tiimined, it does not look so dreadfully 
ooniinuniatic after all. Here it is : 

"Ist — Abolition of the standing army, 
and in its place the creation of a mili- 
tia, after lue Swiss Uspublic. 2d Ab 
olition of all indirect taxes and the deri- 
vation of revenues from a single, gradu- 
atad, progreiaive inoome tux, 3d — Uni- 
versal, equal and direct suffrage, with 
secret ballot at all general and local 
elections, -Ith,— Abolition of all lawa 
which promote inequality aud repress 
free thought and free investigation, 
5tli— Uuliaiited right of federation for 
workinginen, 6tU — Laws to protect the 
person and health of workingmon, 7th — 
That Sunday work be forbidden by law, 
as wall as the einploymeut of children, 
and that woman's work, be properly 
regulated. 8th~As the basis for baiter 
popular education, free iiistr'uotien in 
all public sohoola for tho children of all 
citizens. " 

With the exception of the single tax 
plank-^n income, be it observed, not 
land— there ia nothing in this platform 

to which Canadians of all parties would 
not subscribe. There is really nothing 
thkt ia commonly regarded as commun 
iitic in it from one end to llie other. Wo 
have in this country free public ednca- 
tion, of which peraona of all olaaaes 
may avail themselves; laws for the ob- 
servance of the Lord's Day; laws to pro- 
tect the person and health of men 
working in factories ; working 
men have the unlimited right 
of federation ; we have no laws 
promoting inequality and none repress- 

vaatigatioii; we have universal male 
su'fTraga' and the secret ballot at elec- 
tions of all kinds, and we have no stand- 
ing army. If the above pUtform is so- 
cialistic we in this country are all 
socialists, for we have embodied in our 
laws seven of its eight planks, aud the 
remaining one is a matter of^ mere.fiacal 
arrangement which' this country is free 
to adopt at any time. It has not been 
adopted not because Canadians regard 
it as socialistic, but bwcauae they look 
upon it as unwise as not calculated to 
promote the prosperity of the country, 
IIov any/ine holding the prinoijilea; 
enuneiated in this platform can ba re- 
garded as a dangerous member of 
sosiety, and why he should be marked 
for reprobatiuu by the Uovernnient of 
his country, is what moat Canadians 
will tind it dilEcult to understand.

It is tlie prerox»tive of Congress to im- 
pose customs duties. In dictating to 
Congress what it should or should not 
do the House of Representatives was 
taking upon itself a function which it 
was not authoriied, either by the Con- 
stitution of the United States or the 
Constitution of the State of Massa- 
ohusetta, to perform. Tho opinion of 
its members on the subject of the pro- 
posed duty on hides was rosily worth 
no moro, nor of any greater authority, 
than that of tlie same number of elec- 
tors picked out of a crowd on the street. 
When the House undertook to pass u 
resolution on a subject outside its pow- 
ers it degraded itself into a meeting of 
irresponsible private citizens, This is 
evidently the view .whidh^ the Boston 
Journal— whioh, by the way, does i not 
approve of the duty — took of its action, 
for it says : 

" The Legislature was not elected to 
makeup the various schedules ofTtlie 
tariff, and' if it attempts , to juperyise 
the , work. , of .Congress ..it wiU jfihd: its 
hiui^f.f^lL! , ••, fij , i.JIIr. ftnifipy'B reso- 
lu^Ons«VM.,.|iimp|y a bit of bun- 
combt,/(tfUiifilil4,^ith a view to gaining 
a l\pM», iif^'p.i|K| ifor the Democracy to 
trade on: in tbe next campaiga. It de- 
served to be rejected, aud t,lie only fault 
wo find with the Legislature's action ia 
that it did not reject it with even more 
proB»ptJ9jMn,«fl^,eji}phasU." 

If the different legislative bodies in 
the United States and in the Domiuion 
do thoir o\ri. coustitiitioual work well 
and faithfully, no reasonahlo man will 
Oud fault with them for not meddling 
with matters that are beyond their jur- 
isdiotioo, and which it is the business of 
anbtheMMdyiin ibi State aud another 
tit of reprwieil^iiT'es to attend to and 
legislate upoh^ The Eleveutli C'omniaod- 
ineut, "Mind your own business," ap- 
plies to Legislatures fully as much as it 
does to individuals. Wo see that the 
Ontario Legislature is asked to pass a 
resolution oh trade matters. It is to be 
boped that its members will have the 
go<>d sense to treat it as the Massaohu- 
aetu House of Raprsseutativos treated 
Mr. Qukio/'s reeolvitiou ou tbe duty on 
hides. ' • .

SANITARY WORK AND ITS 
RESU LTS. 

Of late years tlu city of lirusscls 
has been doing e:.celleiit sanitary 
work, savs the olhcial organ of the 
.Maine St.ato Board of Health, and ihe 
results have been correspondingly en- 
couraging. From 1868 to 188.S tlie 
annual average number of cases of 
miisaiieo removiMl, sanitary improve- 
nioiits ni.ide, or lu'cmises disinfected, 
increased from T-")" lo L'.l iti, and ;is 
the amount of s.anitaiy work increased 
from L'!!.;) in ICHH) pi.pnlalion, in ISliS 
totiL'.il ill bSSS, and the deaths from 
zymotic disiNiaes have come down from 
•t.liO to l.'M in the same time. 'I'l 
Brussels Sanitary Bureau costs 48,000 
frniicsa year; and if we estimate every 
life saved at only .£.10 (200 dollars), 
this outlay in sanitary administration 
is equal to th.at mvestmeiit liringing 
in an annual interest of 1,400 por 
cent.

In a 
Canadian house it is jiossiblo to go 
from one room to another in the 
winter without exposing one's self to 
the risk of catching cold, there boinft 
an e((uable temperature all over the 
buildings. Heating by hot water is 
regarded hero as a luxury rather than 
as a necessity, and work of the kind 
is rarely carried out BUceessfuUy. It 
niiiy, therefore, Vie int;'resting to 
know that a Canadian tirm of repute 
in this branch of business — the E. & 
C. (.'iirnoy Manufacturing Company 
(Liiniled), of Hamilton, are aboet to 
oi)un up a branch house in London. 
They liavo already had some contracts 
placed in their hands, notably the 
new Tivoli Restaurant and tho Oar- 
rick Theatre, as well as some jirivale 
houses. Tho boilers, wdiich are of 
special nianufacturo, and the radiators 
are constructed in the Dominion, but 
the piping is made in England. At 
the Tivoli and the Garrick the ar- 
rangoinents seem to have given much 
satisfaction, and the apparatus works 
admir.aiily. 'I'he principal advantages 
of the .system aro that tho furiuiees 
are most ecunomicul in tho consump- 
tion of fuel, and that tho heat can be 
regulated in a very simple manner. 
A maximum temperat^e has boon 
obtained of 180°, but it is generally 
kept up at about (iO". Tho enterprise 
is a very [ilueky one, and it is to be 
hoped that the manufacturers will 
meet with their reward. —Colonies and 
India, Feb. 26.

Tho bets aro 
entered by the proprietor in a book, 
the commission bping 1 pice por 
riqiee, and the Iransactions being all 
settled by 10 o'clock the following 
morning. .\ defaulter is Inirdly ever 
kiiosvn Tin: g.aniblers are mostly 
mollify lenders, men of substance and 
well known to each other. They are 
a class by themselves, and the stakes 
are ii.sually inconsiderable, whereas i i 
r.onibay it is not unusual to have 
thousands of rupees bet on the rain. 
The s>.stoin has one advantage — rain 
clouds cannot be m.iniimlated ; they 
cannot be loaded likedici:, or "'faked" 
like horses; there aro no hand cappers, 
uo starten, no owners and jockeys.—

Allnny, wbeie I had 
a chance to watch his develo]>meiil a.s 
a politician. 

He was clear-liuaded, industrious, of 
juperb intojjriiy, and a eonslaiit 
menace, through tho atmosphere of 
integrity and solf-rcspect, 1 1 some of 
the elicaper politicians who were then 
to be found there. The ))reseiice of 
theso men annoyed young Astor, but 
he had the tact and courtesy never to 
give oH'onco excepting in one direction 
of which he was en'irolj' unconscious, 
lie had a mannerism which was sup- 
posed to bo due to a haughty spiiil 
and a eonsciilnsnoss of his enormous 
wealth, but which was in fact due en- 
tirely to dillidence and the restraint 
which li\,s position in social and busi- 
ness life put upon him wlie i bnnight 
in connection upon the same plane 
with man active in political affairs." 

He was very anxious to master state 
polities, and had an .unbition after- 
ward to go to Washington. The Ue- 
piiblicaiin iiominated him for Congress 
and the Deinot-r.ats [litted Roswell 1'. 
Flower against him. I'.\' raising a 
demagogic cry of aristocracy and blue 
blood, and a false report that Astor 
was buying votes with twenty-dollar 
gold iiieces, the Hcniocracy was able, 
ill conneeti'in with .'\lr. l''lower's pe- 
cuniary ability and political cunning, 
to beat .Mr. .\stor, and his experience 
was So iinplea.sant that he ni.ade up his 
mind lh■.^ a rich man had no ciiaiice 
in politics in New York unless he w as 
willing to uso his riches with eyes 
closed to the purposes for which large 
sums of money are spent.

Ex Aia. Harris Tells How Urltlsh Colum- 
bia Appears to Londoners -.Moucre lu- 
fnrnmtlon— The C'auadu Northern. 



E.\- AUI. 1). R. Harris, of l.owenberg. 
Harris & Co., reached home again on 
Friday evening, having spent several 
months very pleasantly in the old coun- 
try. Most of his time was taken, up by 
the business which qaUed him to Lou 
don, where he met aittong other Vic- 
torians, e.x-Ald. Styles, Dr. and Mrs. 
Powell, B. W. Pearae and Sir Joseph 
Trutch. All were well, aithough ISIr. 
.Styles suffered very severely from the ef- 
fects of his ocean trip. 

"One of the most striking examples of 
ignorance iu regard to IJritish Columbia 
that came under my notice," said Mr. 
Harris, talking lo a (loi.oNl.sT man yea- 
terdav, "was the luuniier in which the 
cable office in London confounds Van- 
couver Island with \'ancouver. I sent 
an important cablegram while in Lon- 
don, addressed to 'Victoria, Vancouver 
Island,' — an .iddreas that one would 
(hink could not be iiiisuiideralood. Five 
days later my message was relui ned. 
The London cable otiice jieoplc 
had changed the address to Vancouver, 
Columbia, and then claimed that 
tlie despatch was insutlicieiitly ad- 
dressed. In the post offices as well as 
the telegraph ollices of England, the 
same ignorance of the geography of this 
province exists, and I think our govern- 
ment should lose, no time in furnishing 
the necessary information and seeing 
that it is understood by the English 
officials." 

; British Columbia's progress, the char- 
acter ef its resources, and its induce- 
ments to capilallata anil settlers were 
not sufficienlly understood in England, 
said Mr. Harris, prin :;ipally becuusu 
I'.i iti.-ili Coluiuljians bad not seen to it 
that llieii- .niniliy w.ia iiitrlligeiilly 
adverliaed. Tlie paniplilels lo be found 
in .Mr. lieeti Ill's iililce were a good many 
years olil, aud ciiiiaec[ucntly theinforma- 
tiou contained in Ihein was out of date 
and practically useleaa. 

During the ex - alderin»n'a ulay 
iu the metropolis, the ne-v bank 
of British Columbia, on Lombard 
atreet, was opened for liusineas. The 
new building ia of lianilsoni': sloiii', 
lined with white tiles, and fui nialied 
Ihroughoul in tlie iiioal modern luid ele- 
gant stylo. Messrs. Lowenberg, Harris 
& Co. have alao just opened a London 
olfice, where freah and reliable informa- 
tion in rcgaril to I'.ritlsh Columbia will 
in fulure ill- supplied to all applicants.^ 
The linn baa at present in the hands 01 
the printers a large and complete book 
about British Columbia anil Victoria, 
compiled from the latest and best 
sources aud edited by a prominent man 
in the literary world. The- work will 
be handsomely bound and illustrated, 
and will be placed in all the hotels and 
prominent : offices of England. As a 
large amount of English tourist travel 
will be directed to British . Columbia 
this year, the book cannot biit do/s;ood. 

While in London Mr. Harris had the 
pleasure of a chat with the secretary ot 
the Ciaiid Trunk railway, who, in the 
coins? of converaatiou about railway af- 
fairs ill this province, made the asser- 
tion that the surveys of the Janadu 
NorthweHterii, from Winnipeg to Vio- 
toriu, would, without doubt, be com- 
nionced lliia spring. The Grand Trunk 
and N'orllicrii Tacilic would unite to 
build the mail, aud build it, too, with- 
out any unnecessary delay. The now 
line will cross Bute Iiilel, and the weat- 
erii terminua, Victoria, will bo reached 
by an extension of the Island road.

The b%se is of 
iiioas and ivy, alinoat hidden under a 
wealth ot dailbdils. Mrs. fiobert Ward 
and Misa F. King were the artists, 
while Mrs. Ward also presented the 
white and gold antependium which 
adorna the pulpit. The font, trimmed 
in rare taste by Mrs. Walby and Miss 
King, docs great credit to their deft 
fingers and artistic ability. With moss, 
ivy ajiii spring flowers foe the base, the 
aides covered with symbolic designs in 
daffodils and violets, and the top lost in 
a wealth of bright blossoms, a most 
charming effect ia produced.
